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PRAYING  is  the  most  important  operation  on  the  farm, 
and  it  is  only  by  spra3dng  with  suitable  materials  that 
most  of  the  troublesome  insect  pests  and  fungus  diseases 
of  fruit  trees  and  garden  crops  can  be  controlled.  Spray- 
ing, likewise,  with  the  right  materials,  will  protect  the 
health  of  live  stock,  by  controlling  pests  which  infest  their  skin 
and  by  maintaining  their  quarters  in  a sanitary  condition. 


There  is  no  one  spra\"  that  will  cure  everything.  Use  the  spra}' 
that  will  best  fit  your  case.  Spray  thoroughly.  Direct  your  atten- 
tion to  the  parts  that  are  hardest 
to  reach,  for  it  is  in  such  places  that 
the  pests  are  most  liable  to  exist 
in  greatest  numbers.  Cover  every" 
surface,  and  driAX  the  spray  into 
cracks  and  crevices.  When  spray- 
ing* fruit  trees  get  the  spray  into 
the  buds  and  into  the  calyx  cup  of 
apples  and  pears.  Wet  the  upper 
and  lower  surfaces  of  the  leaves. 

Spraying  is  much  more  of  a pre- 
ventative than  a"  cure,  especial!}*  in 
the  control  of  diseases.  Plants  that 
are  sprayed  before  the  diseases, 
such  as  scab,  rots  of  various  kinds 
and  mildews,  will  be  protected  from 
damage  by  the  organisms  causing 
the  diseases.  But  after  the  diseases 
are  at  work,  damag*e  already  has 
been  done  and  no  kind  of.  spraying 
will  cure  it. 
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Spraying 

APPLE 

The  usual  number  of  spray  applica- 
tions for  the  apple  and  pear  are  five, 
but  under  some  conditions  it  is  advisable 
to  make  one  or  two  additional  sprays, 
particularly  during  wet  seasons.  The 
following  applications  when  correctly 
made,  constitute  a complete  spraying 
program  and  should  control  all  the  com- 
mon enemies  of  the  apple  and  pear. 

1.  Dormant  Spray.  Applied  before 
the  buds  burst  in  the  spring.  Materials: 
Oil  Emulsion,  Scalecide  (1  to  15),  or 
Lime-Sulphur  (1  to  8).  Controls  San 
Jose  Scale  and  Blister  Mite.  (If  Lime- 
Sulphur  is  used),  the  addition  of  “Kay- 
so”  is  very  valuable,  used  at  the  rate  of 
2 lbs.  to  200  gals,  of  spray  mixture. 

2.  Delayed-dormant  Spray  (Green 
tip).  Often  substituted  for  dormant 
spray,  and  when  used,  the  dormant  ap- 
plication is  unnecessary.  Materials; 
same  as  above  except  addition  of  Black 
Leaf  40,  1 pt.  to  100  gals.,  when  Lime- 
Sulphur  is  used,  for  the  control  of  aphis. 

3.  Pre-pink  Spray  (cluster  bud). 
Sometimes  omitted  unless  season  is  rath- 
er rainy,  in  which  case  it  becomes  one 
of  the  most  valuable  sprays  for  control- 
ling Scab.  Materials:  Lime-Sulphur  1 
to  40,  Arsenate  of  Lead,  2 lbs.  to  100  gals.. 
Black  Leaf  40,  1 pt.  to  100  gals.  Con- 
trols Scab,  Aphis,  Bud  Moth  and  other 
minor  insects. 

4.  Pink  Spray.  This  spray  should 
never  be  omitted  as  it  controls  a large 
number  of  disease  and  insect  pests.  Ma- 
terials: same  as  above  in  pre-pink  spray. 
“Kayso”  is  usually  added  at  the  rate  of 
1 lb.  to  100  gals.,  as  it  makes  a better 
covering. 

5.  Calyx  Spray.  This  is  the  most 
important  application  as  it  controls  Cod- 
ling Moth,  Apple  Scab,  etc.  Materials: 
same  as  in  pink  spray,  except  that  Black 
Leaf  40  is  usually  omitted  from  this  and 
later  sprays.  This  spray  mixture  should 
be  applied  to  the  trees  very  thoroughly 
with  the  highest  pressure  available  so  - 
that  the  misty  spray  will  enter  all  of  up- 
turned blossom  ends  of  young  fruit. 

6.  First  Summer  Spray.  This  appli- 
cation comes  about  ten  days  or  two 
weeks  after  the  calyx  spray.  When  Cur- 
culio  is  serious,  however,  this  spray 
should  be  applied  one  week  after  the 
calyx  spray.  Materials:  same  as  in  calyx 
spray. 

7.  Second  Summer  Spray.  Some- 
times called  second  Codling  Moth  or  first 


Pr<^rani 

Bitter  Rot  spray.  Comes  about  eight  or 
nine  weeks  after  calyx  spray.  Materials: 
same  as  in  calyx  spray.  On  certain  yel- 
low varieties  of  apples,  which  practically 
never  scab,  Lime-Sulphur  can  be  omitted 
from  this  as  well  as  other  summer  ap- 
plications, using  only  arsenate  of  lead 
and  some  lime  with  “Kayso.”  If  Bitter 
Rot  or  Apple  Blotch  is  present,  Bor- 
deaux Mixture  (3-6-50)  should  be  sub- 
stituted for  the  Lime-Sulphur. 

Bordeaux  often  causes  russeting  of  yel- 
low sorts,  therefore  omit  Bordeaux  if 
Bitter  Rot  and  Blotch  are  not  trouble- 
some. 

8.  Second  Bitter  Rot  Spray.  An  ad- 
ditional spray  for  Bitter  Rot  is  some- 
times advisable  in  wet  seasons,  applied 
two  or  three  weeks  after  the  first  Bitter 
Rot  spray.  Materials:  Bordeaux  Mix- 
ture (3-6-50)  and  Arsenate  of  Lead  (2 
lbs.  to  100  gals.). 

Explanation  of  Terms:  The  various 
stages  in  development,  at  which  the 
various  sprays  are  applied  may  be  ex- 
plained as  follows:  (1)  Dormant:  Be- 
fore the  buds  burst  in  the  spring.  Dor- 
mant sprays  may  also  be  applied  in  the 
fall  but  some  advantage  is  gained  by  de- 
laying until  the  buds  begin  to  swell.  (2) 
Delayed  - dormant:  sometimes  called 
“green  tip”  stage.  When  the  leaves  of 
the  blossom  buds  are  out  inch,  but 
are  still  tightly  curled  and  in  a compact 
mass.  (3)  Pre-pink:  often  called  “clus- 
ter bud”  stage.  When  the  cluster  of 
blossom  buds  have  appeared  but  before 
they  have  separated.  (4)  Pink:  (Blos- 
som pink).  When  blossom  buds  have 
separated  and  show  pink  of  petals,  but 
have  not  opened.  (5)  Calyx:  After  at 
least  five-sixths  of  the  petals  have  fallen 
and  before  the  calyx  lobes  of  central 
blossom  of  cluster  closes. 

PEAR 

Practically  the  same  as  for  apple,  ex- 
cept that  only  the  five  regular  sprays  are 
made  as  a rule:  i.  e..  Nos.  1 (or  2),  4,  5, 
6 and  7 as  shown  under  Apple  Spray 
Program.  Bordeaux  Mixture  is  also 
omitted,  since  Bitter  Rot  is  not  a fac- 
tor. For  the  summer  sprays,  the  Lime- 
Sulphur  should  be  1 to  50  instead  of  1 
to  40. 

PLUM 

Same  Spray  Program  as  for  the  peach. 
An  extra  spray,  however,  is  sometimes 
made  for  (Surculio  just  after  the  blos- 
soms fall,  consisting  of  Arsenate  of  Lead, 
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2 lbs.,  and  Lime,  6 lbs.,  to  100  gals,  of 
water.  Plums  (except  Japanese  type) 
can  also  be  spra^^ed  with  dilute  Bordeaux 
Mixture  (2-4-50^  but  self-boiled  Lime- 
Sulphur  is  preferable. 

PEACH 

1.  Dormant  Spray.  During  the  dor- 
mant season,  preferably  on  mild  days  of 
late  fall  or  spring,  before  the  buds  begin 
to  swell.  Materials:  Lime-Sulphur  (1 
to  8).  Controls  San  Jose  Scale  and 
Peach  Leaf  Curl. 

2.  Second  Spray,  When  the  blos- 
som shucks  (calyces)  have  dropped 
from  the  young  fruit.  Materials:  self- 
boiled  Lime-Sulphur  (8-8-50)  or  dry- 
mix  Sulphur-Lime;  and  Arsenate  of 
Lead  (2  lbs.  to  100  gals.,).  Controls 
Brown  Rot,  Curculio,  etc. 

3.  Third  Spray.  Two  weeks  after 
second  spray,  using  same  materials. 

4.  Fourth  Spray.  About  one  month 
before  fruit  ripens.  Materials:  selL 
boiled  Idme-Sulphur  or  dry-mix  Sulphur- 
Tame.  Controls  Brown  Rot. 

CHERRY 

1.  Dormant  Spray.  Should  be  ap- 

plied before  the  leaf  buds  swell.  Ma- 
terials: Oil  Emulsion,  Scalecide,  or 

LJme-Sulphur  (1-8).  Controls  San  Jose 
Scale. 

2.  Second  Spray.  When  the  shucks 
(calyces)  have  fallen  from  the  young 
fruit.  J^.'Taterials : Bordeaux  Mixture  (3- 
5-50),  self-boiled  Idme-Sulphur,  or  dry- 
mix  Sulphur- Lime ; and  to  one  of  these 
add  Arsenate  of  Lead  (2^2  lbs.  to  100 
gals.).  Commercial  Lime-Sulphur  (1  to 
40)  may  be  used  on  the  sour  cherry,  but 
the  foliage  of  the  sweet  cherry  is  too 
tender  for  this  material  unless  used  at 
weaker  strengths. 

3.  Third  Spray.  About  two  weeks 
after  second  spray,  using  same  materials. 


Controls  Brown  Rot,  Slug,  Shot-hole 
Fungus,  etc. 

4.  Fourth  Spray.  After  the  fruit  is 
picked.  Materials:  Bordeaux  Mixture 
(3-5-50  strength).  Controls  shot-hole 
fungus  (leaf-spot),  and  where  the  di- 
sease is  serious,  this  application  is  very 
important. 

GRAPE 

1.  First  Spray.  MTen  third  leaf  is 

forming  on  the  new  shoots.  Materials: 
Bordeaux  Mixture  (3-5-50  strength)  and 
Arsenate  of  Lead  (2j^  lbs,  to  100  gals.). 

2.  Second  Spray.  Just  before  blooims 

open.  Materials:  same  as-  in  first  spray. 

3.  Third  Spray.  Just  after  pietal.s 

fall.  Materials:  same  as  above. 

4.  Fourth  Spray.  Two  weeks  after 
third  spray.  Materials:  same  as  above. 

5.  Fifth  Spray.  Two  weeks  after 

fourth  spray.  Materials:  Bordeaux  Mix- 
ture (3-5-50)  alone. 

Later  Sprays.  In  wet  seasons,  later 
spray  applications  may  be  necessary. 
In  such  a case,  however,  Ammoniacal 
Copper  Carbonate  is  substituted  for  Bor- 
deaux Mixture  in  order  not  to  stain  the 
maturing  fruit. 

RASPBERRY 

Anthracnose.  This  disease  attacks 
both  red  and  black  raspberries,  produc- 
ing circular  or  oval  spots  on  the  leaves 
and  young  shoots,  at  first  purplish  and 
later  grayish  in  color.  Dwarfing  of  the 
canes  results,  followed  by  premature 
ri])ening  and  drying  up  of  the  fruit. 

Control.  Spray  with  Lime-Sulphur  ( 1 
to  10)  just  as  the  buds  are  opening  and 
again  with  Idme-Sulphur  (1  to  50)  one 
week  before  the  first  blossoms  open. 
“Kayso”  should  be  added  in  both  cases. 
After  picking  season,  cut  out  and  burn 
all  old  and  diseased  canes. 


HOW  TO  ESTIMATE  THE  AMOUNT  OF 
SPRAY  MATERIAL  NEEDED 

The  following  estimates  are  made  on  the  basis  of  the  average  15  to  20  year  old  apple 
Iree  where  the  complete  season’s  spray  program  is  followed  out: 

1.  Lime-Sulphur.  About  one-half  as  many  gallons  of  the  commercial  concentrated 
solution  will  be  required  as  there  are  trees  to  be  sprayed,  figuring  on  the  basis  of  the 
four  summer  applications  only.  If  dry  lime-snlpluir  is  used,  twice  as  many  pounds  will 
l)e  required  as  the  number  of  trees. 

2.  Arsenate  of  Lead  (Powder).  One-half  as  manj^  pounds  as  there  are  trees  to  be 
sprayed,  based  on  use  in  four  applications. 

3.  Black  Leaf  40.  One  pint  for  each  15  trees  to  be  sprayed,  assuming  that  it  is  in- 
cluded in  two  applications. 

4.  Bordeaux  Mixture.  One  pound  Copper  Sulphate  and  one  pound  Stone  Lime  for 
each  tree  sprayed,  based  on  three  applications. 
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WHITEWASHING  SOLUTION  (U.  S.  Government  Formula) 

Slack  ^ bushel  of  quick  lime  with  boiling  water  (keeping  it  covered  during  the 
process),  strain  and  add  a peck  of  salt  dissolved  in  warm  water,  3 pounds  of 
ground  rice  which  has  been  boiled  to  a thin  paste,  1/2  pound  of  Spanish  whiting 
and  1 pound  of  clear  glue  dissolved  in  warm  water.  Mix  these  materials  well 
together  and  let  stand  for  several  days.  Dilute  with  sufficient  water  to  flow 
freely,  straining  the  wash  through  a piece  of  cheese  cloth  into  the  sprayer  tank. 
A_  small  quantity  of  laundry  bluing  w'll  add  to  tlm  whiteness  of  the  surface.

To  Destroy  Aphis 


Among  the  most  common  pests  are  the  small  green,  pink,  or 
grayish  plant  lice  (“aphis”)  which  attack  the  leaves,  tender  tips,  and 
other  parts  of  plants.  These  insects  are  small,  but  easily  seen.  On 
such  plants  as  cabbages,  turnips,  spinach  and  melons  they  gather  in 
“colonies”  on  the  under  surface  of  the  leaves.  On  such  plants  as 
potatoes,  tomatoes,  peas  and  beans,  they  may  be  found  covering 
the  tips  of  the  stems  and  also  on  the  under  side  of  the  leaves. 


They  multiply  very  rapidly,  and  though  early  in  the  season  only  a few  may  be 
noticed  on  the  plants,  under  favorable  conditions  they  very  often  become  epidemic. 

The  aphis  is  not  of  the  chewing  class  of  insects,  like  the  beetles,  etc.  (which  must 
be  killed  by  stomach  poisons,  such  as  Paris  Green  and  Arsenate  of  Lead),  but  is  of 
that  other  class  of  insects  called  the  “sucking”  kind  (like  the  mosquito);  for  with  its 
sharp,  slender  beak  it  punctures  the  leaves  and  other  parts  of  the  plant  and  sucks  the 
juice  from  within  the  plant.  It  must,  therefore,  be  destroyed  by  a substance  which 
will  kill  by  mere  contact  with  its  body.  In  other  words,  by  a so-called  “contact  insec- 
ticide,” such  as  “Black  Leaf  40,”  which  has  been  demonstrated  by  State  and  Govern- 
ment experts,  to  be  an  effective  spray  for  aphis  and  entirely  safe  to  the  plants  when 
used  as  directed.  , 


THE  INJURY 

The  aphis  sucks  the  juices  that  ought  to  supply  food  to  the  plant.  A few  of  them 
on  a plant  may  not  seem  dangerous.  But  from  these  few,  thousands  can  develop  very 
rapidly,  and  the  amount  of  food  they  consume  is  sufficient  to  rob  the  plants  of  their 
nourishment. 

The  presence  of  aphis  on  vegetables  may  first  be  indicated  by  a 3Aellowing  and 
curling  of  the  leaves,  or  by  withering  and  browning  of  the  stems;  that  is,  of  course,  if 
the  insects  themselves*  are  not  discovered  first.  Aphis  attacks  nearly  always  reduce 
the  yield  and  lower  the  quality  of  crops;  if,  indeed,  the  plants  themselves  are  not  des- 
troyed. 


HOW  TO  CONTROL  TPIE  PEST 

A grower  after  planting  and  cultivating  his  crops  should  not  leave  them  to  be  in- 
jured or  destroyed  by  aphis.  Spray  as  soon  as  the  insects  appear.  If  treatment  is  de- 
layed until  the  leaves  are  curled  and  the  aphids  are  numerous,  it  is  not  only  difficult 
to  reach  them  all,  but  the  plants  will  have  been  damaged  in  the  meantime. 

THE  FORMULA:  Use  ^ of  a pint  “Black  Leaf  40”  to  every  100  gallons  of 
water.  On  a smaller  scale  'this  is  equivalent  to  one  heaping  teaspoonful  of  “Black 
Leaf  40”  to  one  gallon  of  water. 

COMBINED  SPRAYS:  It  is  possible  to  combine  “Black  Leaf  40”  with  other 
spray  materials,  thereby  saving  time  and  labor. 

When  using  Arsenate  of  I.ead  for  the  cabbage  worm  and  similar  leaf-eating  cater- 
pillars, or  for  the  potato,  beetle  and  other  leaf-eating  beetles,  “Black  Leaf  40”  may  be 
added  to  the  Arsenate  of  Lead  mixture  at  the  -same  rate  as  stated  above  in  “The 
Formula.” 

When  spraying  with  Bordeaux  Mixture,  Ammoniacal  Copper  Carbonate,  Sulphur, 
and  similar  materials,  for  the  control  of  plant  diseases,  “Black  Leaf  40”  may  likewise 
be  added. 

SOAP:  The  addition  of  a little  plain  laundry  soap  .will  soften  the  water  and  in- 
crease the  spreading  and  wetting  properties  of  the  spray.  The  soap  should  be  cut 
into  thin  slices  and  boiled  in  a small  amount  of  water  until  dissolved.  It  may  be  used 
at  the  rate  of  3 to  5 pounds  of  soap  to  ever3v  100  gallons  of  water;  or,  on  a smaller 
scale,  ounce  soap  to  every  gallon  of  v^ater.  DO  NOT  add  soap  when  mixing

DUSTING  SULPHUR 

Dusting  Sulphur  can  be  used  to  advantage  in  combating  mildew  wheret^er  found  and  often  can  be 
substituted  for  Bordeaux  mixture,  when  the  latter  is  recommended.  It  is  best  applied  when  tlie  foliage  is 
moist  and  in  the  morning  of  a sunny  day.  Roses  of  the  crimson  rambler  type,  which  are  greatly  subject 
to  mildew,  are  especially  benefitted  by  tfie  use  of  the  sulphur,  which  should  be  dusted  on  as  soon  as  the 
leaves  are  out  and  several  times  thereafter.  Shrubs  and  trees  which  are  likely  to  show  mildew  include 
lilacs,  cherries,  plums  and  hawthorns. 

In  the  fruit  garden  Dusting  Sulphur  is  of  value  in  preventing  mildew  on  the  grape,  also  in  prevent- 
ing this  trouble  on  the  currant  and  gooseberry,  although  the  Furopean  gooseberries  are  hard  to  keep  clean. 

In  the  vegetable  garden  onion  smut  can  be  largely  controlled  by  dusting  the  sulphur  on  the  plants 
and  soil.  Both  anthracnose  and  mildew  on  spinach  may  be  held  in  check  by  dusting  the  plants  and 
ground  with  the  sulphur.  Melons  and  other  garden  crops  often  develop  mildew  and  the  remedy  is  the

TOBACCO  DUST 

For  use  in  the  garden  the  Tobacco  Dust  should  be  used  in  the  form  of  a fine  powder.  When  dusted 
over  young  plants  it  is  very  efficient  in  repelling  many  kinds  of  bugs  and  in  keeping  the  foliage  free  from 
aphids  or  lice.  Some  specific  uses  follow : 

Cabbage  maggots,  which  work  at  the  root,  are  subdued  by  Tobacco  Dust  sifted  on  the  ground 

around  the  plants  when  they  are  set  out  and  once  a week  for  three  weeks  thereafter. 

Cucumbers — Striped  beetles  are  kept  away  by  dusting  with  Tobacco  Dust  as  soon  as  the  leaves 
appear.  Prompt  action  is  necessary,  as  the  beetles  attack  the  leaves  as  soon  as  they  show  and  are  ex- 
ceedingly voracious.  A small  handful  of  dust  worked  into  the  soil  around  each  plant  will  prevent  the 

laying  of  eggs  by  the  beetles,  as  well  as  destroying  the  young  beetles. 

Melons — Apparent  wilting  of  the  vines  is  often  caused  by  the  grub  of  the  striped  beetle,  which  eats 
the  surface  of  the  roots.  Spread  Tobacco  Dust  on  the  ground  as  close  as  possible  to  the  plants.  Also 
dust  the  leaves  as  in  protecting  cucumbers. 

Onions — Work  Tobacco  Dust  liberally  into  the  earth  to  keep  maggots  away. 

Radishes — As  for  onions  to  prevent  maggot  injury. 

Lettuce — For  lice  dust  the  leaves  freely. 

Asters — Beetles  are  kept  away  by  using  Tobacco  Dust  freely  at  the  base  of  the  plants.  Work  it 
into  the  soil  at  planting  time. 

Peony — Use  Tobacco  Dust  on  the  leaves  to  drive  away  both  ants  and  aphids. 

In  general  Tobacco  Dust  can  be  used  with  good  results  wherever  there  are  lice,  green  flies  or  black 
flies.  To  some  extent  it  will  free  plants  from  red  spider,  and  if  used  early  enough  will  give  immunity 
from  rose  bugs.  There  need  be  no  fear  of  using  too  much,  because  it  does  no  harm,  but  is  considered  a

Protection  of  this  kind  can  be  given  in  two  ways,  both  of  which  are  essen- 
tial— pruning  is  important — spraying  is  necessar}^  Trim  your  trees  occasion- 
ally but  spray  them  regularly,  and  the  results  v/ill  pay  you  for  your  time  and 
trouble.

The 
doors  are  made  of  two  thicknesses  of  one  inch  lumber  and  matched  to  the  case  by 
expert  cabinet  makers  to  insure  a 
perfect  fit.  The  center  of  each 
door  is  equipped  with  a small  win- 
dow protected  by  two  panes  of 
glass  with  a dead  air  space  between 
and  a wooden  door  on  the  outside. 

This  construction  permits  an  eas}^ 
reading  of  the  thermometer  which 
is  placed  directly  inside  of  door.

Heating  System — The  Buckeye 
circulating  hot  water  system  con- 
sists of  a tank  suspended  abcKv-e  the 
eggs,  a boiler  outside  the  case  and 
two,  tubes  connecting  the  boiler 
with  the  tank.  The  body  of  the 
tank  is  made  of  double  lock-seam- 
ed copper  tubing  throughout  with 
specially  constructed  corner  pieces 
which  are  guaranteed  against  leak- 
age and  breakage.  The  boiler  and  connecting  tubes  are  also  constructed  of  pure  heav}^ 
copper  with  soldered  seams.  Each  incubator  is  provided  with  a boiler  six  inches  deep 
so  that  the  proper  temperature  in  the  egg  chamber  is  easily  maintained  under  all  con- 
ditions. 

Thermostat — The  perfect  regulation  of  temperature  is  made  possible  by  a combin- 
ation of  metals  which  are  so  fastened  together  that  the  temperature  of  the  egg  chamber 
can  be  controlled  to  a fraction  of  a degree.  When  the  temperature  rises  even  a fraction 
of  a degree  the  metals  expand,  and  being  connected  with  the  damper  suspended  over 
the  boiler  the  surplus  heat  is  allowed  to  escape  from  the  lamp,  thereby  preventing  the 
temperature  from  rising  beyond  the  point  at  which  the  regulator  has  been  set.  Should 
the  temperature  fall  a fraction  of  a degree  below  the  required  point,  the  metals  con- 
tract and  allow  the  damper  to  drop. 

Oil  Lamp  and  Support — The  support  provides  a jacket  around  the  boiler  which  pro- 
tects the  boiler  from  outside  atmosphere.  The  lamp  bowl  is  made  of  galvanized  seam- 
less pressed  steel  and  holds  nearly  two  quarts  of  oil.  The  chimney  is  made  of  galvan- 
ized steel  with  a large  isinglass  window  in  front.

POINTERS  ON  PRUNING 

Fruit  bearing  trees  pass  through  two  distinct  periods  of  growth.  The  first,  which 
we  may  call  the  “Growing-Up”  Period,  covers  that  time  during  which  the  energies  of 
the  tree  are  devoted  to  “wood  growth.”  The  second,  which  we  will  conveniently  desig- 
nate as  the  Fruit-Bearing  Period,  is  devoted  chiefly  to  the  production  of  fruit. 

During  the  “Growing-Up”  Period,  pruning  is  to  a great  extent,  mechanical  in  effect. 
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That  is,  it  serves  to  build  a framework  that  combines  great  strength  and  bearing  capa- 
city with  a form  well  adapted  to  ail  orchard  operations.  This  mechanical  part  of 
pruning  is  often  called  “training”  and  is  usually  confined  to  the  first  three,  four  or  five 
years  of  a tree’s  life. 

Following  this  period,  pruning,  of  course,  has  for  its  chief  purpose  the  increasing 
of  fruit  production.  It  is  wise,  however,  to  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  final  net 
profit  from  the  orchard  depends  upon  factors  other  than  the  mere  quantity  of  fruit 
grown. 

For  that  reason,  judicious  pruning  should  be  done,  tiot  only  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
creasing production,  but  also  to  maintain  a suitable  tree  environment  so  that  the  fruit 
which  is  being  grown  may  attain  its  full  development  in  color,  size  and  qualit}',  for 
these  things,  even  more  than  quantity,  will  be  found  to  determine  the  dollars-and-cents 
value  of  .the  harv’-est. 

Besides  increasing  the  quantit3^  and  raising  the,  standard  of  color,  size  and  qualit}", 
careful  pruning  will-  do  much  toward  reducing  the  expense  of  care  and  harvesting.  A 
mass  of  tangled  branches  will  invariably  make  the  work  of  spraying  and  harvesting 
difficult  as  well  as  unduly  expensive  and  it,  therefore,  behooves  the  careful  fruit-grower 
to  see  that  these  limbs  are  cut  out  and  the  tree  trimmed  for  handling  as  well  as  for 
fruitage. 

WHAT  IS  THE  BEST  TIME  OF  THE  YEAR? 

It  is  not  wise  to  lay  down  any  hard-and-fast  rules  for  the  best  time  of  the  year  to 
do  pruning.  This  varies  with  the  tree,  the  orchard,  the  soil  and  the  climate. 

As  a usual  result,  however,  it  will  be  found  that  winter  pruning  induces  wood 
growth  and  produces  an  invigorating  effect  upon  the  growth  of  the'tree,  while  summer 
pruning  checks  wood  growth  and  stimulates  fruitfulness.
